Tho truo policy of the Republicans in this 
State, if they are honcatly desirous of defeating 
the Administration, is to vote for the Opposi- 
tion ticket, by means of which the end they 
have in view will be most likely to be accom- 
plished.

Like 
the Administration leaders, he thinks there 
ought not to be but two parties, and of course 
that the Republican should be one of them, 
That such a statement should be entertained 
by the leading candidates of that party ought 
not to be considered a matter of wonder. In 
his letter the nominee for Governor informs us 
that the Republican “is not a party of ono 
idea.” An this opinion he differa from Thomas 
Corwin, of Ohio, who, in a recent speech, de- 
clarod that *'in relation to slavery he had 
during forty years maintained tho position oc- 
eupied by the Republicans, and that he had 
said, and would repeat the remark, that the 
Republican party was organized upon the 
single question of slavery.” The distingaished 
Thomas Corwin testifies that the Republican 
party is organized on the single question of 
slavery, and ne man in the Union is botter 
qualified to givo an opinion on that point, 
Corwia declares that the Republican party was 
Organized on a single idea—opposition to 
slavery, Stanford thinks it is not a party of 
“ono idea.” When Doctors disagree, who is 
to decide? The great objection to Republi- 
canism is that it is founded upon a sing’e idea, 
and is sectional in its organization.

Boxe Horr or ran ATLANTIO TELEGRAPH. } 


Tho Now York Tribuno, of July 8th, dis- 
courges editorially a2 follows: 


It i5 cettlod that an attempt i5 to be made to 
ly a new Atlantic Telegraph. The British 
Government have guaranteed six per cent. ou 
tho capital necessary to construct it, provided 
the cable shall work. On its face this proposi- 
tion docs not appear to amount to much, since 
every telegraph man believes that a working 
line across the Atlantic would be a great pay- 
ing property. Yet the guaranty is sufficient to 
induce capitalists to embark in the enterprise, 
while without it they would not do so, princi- 
pally because it is believed by practical tele- 
graphiste that the existing Atlantic cable can 
bo resuscitated and put in complete working 
condition. If this shouid be done, o second 
line might not prove to be a profitable invest- 
ment. 

The belief in a resuscitation of the existing 
cable rests on the hypothesis that it is not 
broken, but that the English shore end had 
been destroyed—the conducting wires ‘ burst 
out” by the heavy batteries used by the English 
operators in trying to force through their mes- 
sages, It ig known that an extraordinary 
jealousy of American skill and invention was 
felt aud exhibited by English electricians at the 
time the cable was lnid, and that, with true 
John Bull pertinacity, they would not for an 
instant allow that the Yankees could know 
more about working an Atlantic Telegraph than 
they did. The managers of the line on the 
other side also felt confidence in their own 
scientific men, and soallowed experiment after 
experiment to be made by them until ot length 
the working power of the line gave out alto- 
gether. The American operator has thus 
never had any chance whatever to teat his skill 
and invention in regard to it.
